As a result Dr. Neely and Nurse Hay 
will assume charge tomorrow. Both have 
had wide experience, and as they will be 
placed under civil service will be in a posi- 
tion to do their best work, unhampered by 
any outside influences. 

At Dunning the interne system already has 
been abolished. The embryo physicians so- 
liciting appointments have been disregarded. 
The medical staff consists of those who will 
be required to attest their power by facing 
the civil service examiners.

“We selected Dr. Neely,“ said President 
Hanberg of the County board, because of 
his wide experience. The Medical committee 
in charge of plans for reorganization of the 
medical department of the Dunning institu- 
tions recommended either Dr. William Healy 
or Dr. Neely.

When the party reached the mansion a 
vehicle with a seating capacity for ten per- 
sons was placed at the disposal of the Prince, 
the officers of the German navy accompany- 
ing him, the German Ambassador, and the 
President's representatives. They entered 
it and were driven rapidly to the tomb of 
Washington. Previous to their arrival two 
immense wreaths had been delivered at the 
tomb, one being sent by the Prince himself 
and was made up of lilies of the valley, Maré- 
chal Niel roses, and orchids, upon which was 
entwined the American and German colors 
and a streamer of crépe. Theother was sent 
by the imperial German navy and was made 
of violéts, Mlies of the valley, and la France 
reses. This, too, was entwined with the 
German and American colors. Upon each 
wreath was a card with an inscription bear- 
ing the name of the donor. 4

Instantly upon the arrival of the Prince 
the bars which guard all that is mortal of 
the Ulustrious dead were removed, and 
Prince Henry, assisted by an employé of a 
floral establishment, conveyed the two 
wreaths within the tomb. After entering 
the vault the Prince stood reverently before 
the tomb of General Washington as if med- 
itating upon the great achievements of the 
dead patriot, and he was apparently offer- 


wreathed presented by himself at the foot 
was entombed the body of General Wash- 
ington, and at its head he placed the wredth 
presented by the imperial German navy. 

Prince Henry tarried within the sacred 
inclosure for a moment or so, during which 
time it was explained to him that the body 
of Martha Washington and other members 
of the Washington and Custis families 
were buried 

Several hundred persons were grouped 
about the tomb while this simple ceremony 
was taking plece, and this small group dem- 
onstrated that it was made up of well-bred 
persons, as not a word was uttered, and 
every man stood with uncovered head. 

.An impertinent photographer, however, 
did attempt to get a snap shot at the Prince 
as he was leaving the tomb, but the Prince 
waved him off, and the photographer heeded 
the alilent admonition of the Prince. 

In honor of the visit of Prince Henry 
American and German flags were entwined 
above the entrance to the tomb, and this 
was the only color in the scene except that 
furnished by the undress uniforms of the 
Prince and his suite. 


Prince Plants a Tree. 


When the simple ceremonies at the tomb 
had been completed the Prince descended the 
slope of the eminence upon which rests 
the tomb of Washington and when less 
than fifty feet away an interesting ceremony 
took place. Prince Henry planted a German 
linden tree a few feet distant from the oak 
planted by the Prince of Wales, now King 
award VII. of England, during his visit 
to this country. The Prince, with an ordi- 
nary shovel, filled the earth about the roots 
of the tree which had been prepared for the 
occasion. 

When this ceremony had been completed 
Prince Henry said in perfect English: “I 
hope it will grow.” He and his party then 
entered the coach and were conveyed to the 
mansion, where he made a tour of the house 
of General Washington, in which are many 
of the persona! r and household 
goods of the man who made the indepen- 
dence of the United States possible. The

Prince at Memorial Service. 


\President Roosevelt and Prince Henry 
ere the central figures in the great hall of 
House of Representatives at the Mo- 
Kinley memorial services earlier in the day. 


The occasion itself was entirely worthy 


of the memory of the martyred President. 
The scene was the House of Representa- 
tives, where first he lifted himself above the 
shoulders of other men, and the gathering 
was chiefly composed of the lawmakers, who 
were, after all, his closest friends. The set- 
ting was a brilliant one, but the exercises 
were of the placid type of ceremony so char- 
acteristic of Mr. McKinley himself. 
There was nothing lacking in the way of 
tacular effect from the black robes of 
the Supreme Court Justices to the brilliant 
uniforms of the Generals and Admirals. 
There were Judges and diplomats, men 
whose names have been familiar to the pub- 
lic for a generation, and yet there was a 
decorous absence of undue display, which 
would have been unseemly in a republic. 


Prince Intensely Interested. 


Prince Henry appeared to be intensely 
terested with the ceremonies, and it was 


fortunate for him that he saw the American 


people literally at their best. He was a dis- 

tinguished spectator, but neither Prince 
Henry nor President Roosevelt detracted 
for an instant from the passionate devotion 
to the memory of the late President. 

The chosen orator was John Hay, the Sec- 
retary of State of the last and of the present 
administration, the friend and biographer 
of Lincoln, the confidant of Garfield, the 
trusted adviser of McKinley, and the legal 
successor and heir apparent of Roosevelt. 
Thus in his own person Mr. Hay seemed to 
combine the qualities which enabled him 
to link together the names of the three 
murdered dents.. 

HKHuy's Address Not Boastful. 


Tt was perhaps a lesson to the royal guest, 
who sat throughout the long address in a 
conspicuously attentive attitude, that Secre- 
tary Hay's memorial was entirely devoid of 
the boastful characteristics of the old-time 
American, while at the same time it pre- 
sented a picture of the typical career of a 
celebrated citizen of the republic which 
could scarcely fail to impress any such close 
student of national life as is Prince Henry. 


The ceremonies in honor of President Mc-. 


Kinley were confined to this address, save 
only for the introductory prayer and the 
benediction by the blind chaplains of House 
and Senate. Such pomp and dignity as there 
was grew out of the introduction of the audi- 


once exclusively. 


Inspiring Circle of Auditors. 

Few speakers have ever had a more bril- 
Mant or more inspiring circle of auditors 
than that which faced Mr. Hay today. 
‘Immediately in front of him, just to the 
left of the center aisle, sat President Roose- 
velt, athletic, robust, forceful, a splendid 
type of physical and political Americanism. 
He wore a frock coat closely buttoned up, 
and the somberness of his attire above the 
waist was relieved only by a little circlet of 
red, the badge of his army corps in the 
Spanish w2r, which showed conspicuously 
just on the fold of his coat. The President's 
gray trousers formed a topic of comment, 
not because of their impropriety, but merely 
because the other members of the distin- 
guished party did not depart from dark col- 
ors in any respect. 2 

The President's closely trimmed mustache, 
his square jaw, and his broad shoulders con- 
trasted immediately with the slenderer figure 
of the Prince, who sat next to him. Prince 
Henry is tall and sight. His beard is well 
trimmed and his hair parted with scrupulous 
care. His naval) uniform set him off éxcei- 
lently well, and he was in all respects a culti- 
vated, courteous, well-bred gentleman, but 
he lacked the physical dominance of his dis- 
tinguished companion, the President. 


Prince an Excellent Listener. 


The Prince is an excellent listener. He 
has learned to sit still and avoids wriggling. 
Throughout the entire address he Hstened 
with an attention which seemed to be almost 
rapt. In particular the Prince followed out 
the declaration of the Secretary of State 
that William McKinley belonged to that 
great middle class of America which is 
neither rich nor poor, neither proud nor 
humble, neither high nor low, and which in 
its insistent pervasiveness had almost oblit- 
érated all other classes. 


The Prince nodded gently with evident ap- 


probation as Mr. Hay went on to show that 
President McKinley had come from earnest, 
industrious, God-fearing people, who looked 
up to persons of high ideals, but who never 
imagined that they themselves could be 
looked down upon. 


Roosevelt’s Close Attention. 


In the attitude of President Roosevelt also 
there was an equal attention. He seemed 
especially attracted to the passage in which 
his Secretary of State declared that one of 


the mainsprings of McKinley's success as a 


President was his complete harmony with 
the legislative branch of the government. 
The President looked up quickly at this part 
of the address, and hé, too, nodded with ap- 
probation when Secretary Hay declared that 
no President could succeed who persistently 


set his individual opinion against the voice 


of the people as expressed tn Congress. 
It wa- a notable thing that a clear-cut, 


masterful exposition of the upright life of 


William McKinley should thus be made at 
the same time to the present ruler of the 
American people and the personal repre- 
sentative of the reigning family of Germany. 
Nevertheless these two men, although cen- 
tral figures, were by no means the entire 
audience, which was so composed as best to

_. Great Hal Is Crowded. 


When Speaker Henderson's gavel fell, but 
a téw moments before 12, the great hall of 
the House of Representatives had been 
especially prepared for the memorial cere- 
monies, The 33 had begun to gather 
by 10 o'elock in the morning.

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EULOGY OF WILLIAM MEINE Y BY SECRETARY OF STATE. HAY 
AT THE MEMORIAL 


MEETING HELD YESTERDAY“IN THE ‘NATIONAL CAPITAL, 
PRINCE HENRY OF PRUSSIA BEING ONE OF THE AUDITORS. 


„For the third time the Congress of the” 
United States is assembled to commemorate 
the life and the death of a President slain by 
the hand of an assassin. The attention of 
the future historian will be attracted to the 
features which reappear with startling 


‘debated on thousands of platforms, which 
nad béen discussed in countless publications, 
was everywhere pressing for solution. And 
not merely in the various channels of pub- 
licity was it alive and clamorous. About 
every fireside in the land, in the conversa- 


sameness in all three of these awful crimes: ‘ tion of friends and neighbors, and, deeper 


The uselessness, the utter lack of conse- 


quence of the act; the obscurity, the insig- 
nificance of the criminal; the blamelessness 
—so far as in our sphere of existence the best 
of men may be held blameless—of the victim. 

Not one of our murdered Presidents had 
an enemy in the world; they were all of such 
preéminent purity of life that no pretext 
could be given for the attack of passional 
crime; they were all men of democratic in- 
stincts who could never have offended the 
most jealous advocates of equality; they 
were of kindly and generous nature, to whom 
wrong or injustice was impossible; of moder- 
ate fortune, whose slender means nobody 
could envy. They were men of austere vir- 
tue, of tender heart, of eminent abilities, 
which they had devoted with single minds 
to the good of the republic. If ever men 
walked before God and man without blame 
it was these three rulers of our people. 


Crime an Insoluble Problem. 


What a world of Insoluble problems such 
an event excites in the mind! Not merely in 
its personal but in its public aspects, it pre- 
sents @ paradox not to be comprehended 
Under a system of government so free and so 
impartial that we recognize its existence only 
by its benefactions; under a social order so 
purely democratic that classes cannot exist 
in it, affording opportunities so universal that 

even conditions are as changing as the winds, 
where the laborer of today is the capitalist of 
tomorrow; under laws which are the result of 
ages of evolution, so uniform and so ben- 
eficent that the President has just the same 
rights and privileges as the artisan; we see 
the same hellish growth of hatred and mur- 
der which dogs equally the footsteps of 
— monarchs and blood-stained des- 
pots. 

“Against that devilish spirit nothing 
avails—neither virtue nor patriotism, nor 
age nor youth, nor conscience nor pity. We 
cannot even say that education is a sufficient 
éafeguard against this baleful evil—for most 
of the wretches whose crimes have so 
shocked humanity in recent years were men 
not unlettered, who have gone from the 
common schools, through murder, to the 
scaffold. 


Must Combat Anarchy. 

“Our minds cannot discern the origin nor 
conceive the extent of wickedness so per- 
verse and so cruel; but this does not exempt 
us from the duty of trying to control and 
counteract it. This problem of anarchy is 
dark and intricate, but it ought to be within 
the compass of democratic government— 
although no sane mind can fathom the mys- 
teries of these untracked and orbitless na- 
tures—to guard against their aberrations, to 


_ take away from them the hope of escape, the 


long luxury of scandalous days in court, and 
the unwholesome sympathy of hysteria}! de- 
generates, and so by degrees to make the 
crime not worth committing, even to these 
abnormal and distorted souls. 

The life of William McKinley was, from 
birth to his death, typically American. 
There is no environment, I should say, any- 
where else in the world which could produce 
just such acharacter. He was born into that 
way of life which élsewhere is called the 
middle class, but which in this country is so- 
nearly universal as to make of other classes 
an almost negligible quantity. 


War Between the States. 


It is not easy to give to those of a later 
generation any clear idea of that extraordi- 
nary spiritual awakening which. passed over 
the country at the first red signal fires of the 
war between the States. It was not our 
earliest apocalypse; a hundred years before 
the nation had been revealed to itself, when 
after long discussion and much searching of 
heart the people of the colonies had resolved 
that to live without liberty was worse than 
to die, and had therefore wagered in the 
solemn game of war ‘their lives, their for- 
tunes, and their sacred honor.’ In a stress 
of heat and labor unutterable, the country 
had been hammered and welded together; 
but thereafter for nearly a century there had 
been nothing in our life to touch the inner- 
most fountain of feeling and devotion; we 
had bad rumors of war—even wars we had 
had, not without sacrifices and glory—but 
nothing which went to the vital self-con- 


sclousness of the country, pothing which 


challenged the nation’s right to live. 
But in 1860 the question which had been 


still, in the secret of millions of human 
hearts, the battle of opinion was waging; and 
all men felt and saw—with more or less clear- 
ness—that an answer to the importunate 
question, Shall the natfon live? was due, 
and not to be denied. 


Which Was in the Right? | 
„And 1 do not mean that in the North 
alone there was this austere wrestling with 
conscience. In the South as well, below all 


the effervescence and excitement of a people 


perhaps more given to eloquent speech than 


we were, there was the profound agony ot 


question and answer, the summons to decide 
whether honor and freedom did not call them 
to revolution and war. 

The men who are living today and who 
were young in 1860 will never forget the glory 
and glamor that filled the earth and the sky 
when the long twilight of doubt and uncer- 
tainty was énding and the time of action had 
come. 


McKinley Enlists asa Private. 


“At 17 years of age William McKinley 
heard this summons of his country. He had 
other dreams of life, its prizes, and pleas- 
ures, than that of marches and battles, but 
to his mind there was no choice or question, 
He enlisted as a private; he learned to obey. 
His serious, sensible ways, his prompt, alert 
efficiency soon attracted the attention of his 
superiors. He was so faithful in little things 
that they gave him more and more to do. 
He was untiring in camp and on the march; 
swift, cool, and fearless in fight. He left 
the army with field rank when the war end- 
ed, brevetted by President Lincoln for gal- 
lantry in battle. | 

In coming years when men seek to draw 
the mofal of our great civil war nothing will 
seem to them so admirable in.all the history 
of our two magnificent armies as the way in 
which the war came to a close. When the 
confederate army saw the time had come it 
acknowledged the pitiless logic of facts and 
ceased fighting. When the army of the 
union saw it was no longer needed, without 
a murmur or question, making no terms, 
asking no return, in the flush of victory and 
fuliness of might, it laid down its arms and 
melted back into the mass of peaceful citi- 
zens, There is no event, since the nation 


was born, which has so proved its solid ca - 


pacity for self- government. 


Becomes a Lawyer. 


“William McKinley, one of that sensible 
million of men, gladly laid down his sword 
and betook himself to his books. He quickly . 
made up the time lost in soldiering. He at- 
tacked his Blackstone as he would have done 
a hostile intrenchment; finding the range of 
a country law library too narrow, he wentto 
the Albany Law School, where he worked 
energetically with brilliant success; was ad- 
mitted to the bar, and settled down to prac- 
tice—a brevetted veteran of 24—in the quiet 
town of Canton, now and henceforward for- 
ever famous as the scene of his life and his 
place.of sepulture. | | 

Aman possessing the qualities with which 
nature had endowed McKinley seeks political 
activity as naturally as a growing plant seeks 
light and air. A wholesome ambition, a rare 
power of making friends and keeping them, 
a faith, which may be called religious, in his 
country and its institutions; and, flowing 
from this, a belief that a man could do no 
nobler work than to serve such a country— 
these were the elements in his character that 
drew him frresistibly into public life. 

He had from the beginning a remarkable 
equipment; a manner of singular grace and 
charm; a voice of ringing quality and great 
carrying power—vast. as were the crowds 
that gathered about him, he reached their 
utmost fringe without apparent effort. He 
had an extraordinary power of marshaling 


and presenting significant facts, so as to 


bring conviction to the average mind. He 
was not often impassioned; he rarely resort- 
ed to the aid of wit or humor; yet I never saw 
his equal in controlling and convincing a 
popular audience by sheer appeal to their 
reason and intelligence. 


Chosen Representative in Congress. 


So it came naturally about in 1876—the 
beginning of the second century of the re- 
public—he began, by an election to Congress, 
his political career. Thereafter for four- 
teen. years this chamber was his home. He 
was a Republican. He could not be anything

else. A unfon soldier grafted upon a Clay 

Whig, he necessarily believed in the ‘Amer-. 
ican system Iii protection to home indus- 
tries; in a strong, aggressive nationality; in 
a liberal construction of the constitution. 


He took high rank in the House fromthe 


deginning. His readiness in debate, his 


mastery of every subject he handied, the 
bright and amiable light he shed about him, 


and, above all, the unfailing courtesy and 
good will with which he treated friend and 
foe alike—one of the surest signatures of 4 
nature born to great destinies—made his 


service in the House a pathway of unbroken 


success and brought him at last to the all- 
important post of chairman of Ways and 
Means and leader of the majority. In the.

There had been little 
doubt of the result among well-informed 
people: but when it was known, a profound 
“feeling of relief and renewal of trust were 
evident among the leaders of capital and of 
industry not only in this country but every- 
where. They felt that the immediate future 
‘Was secure, and that trade and commerce 
might safely push forward in every field of 
effort, and enterprise, He inspired universal 
which is the Ufeblood of the 


' commercial system of the world. 


„He was—I need not say—an ardent pro- 
tectlonist, never more sincere and devoted 
than during those last days of his life. He 
regarded reciprocity as the bulwark of pro- 


tection—not a breach, but a fulfillment of the 
law. The treaties which for four years had 
been preparing under his personal super- 
vision he regarded as ancillary to the gen- 
eral scheme. 

Memorable Buffalo Speech. 

“In a mood of high hope, of generous ex- 
pectation for the future of the country he 
went to Buffalo, and there, on the threshold 
of eternity, he delivered that memorable 
speech, worthy for its loftiness of tone, its 
blameless morality, its breadth of view, to 
be regarded as his testament to the nation. 

226 The next day sped the bolt of doom, and 


for a week after—in an agony of .dread 


broken by fllusive glimpses of hope that our 
prayers might be answered—the nation 
waited for the end. Nothing in the glorious 
life that we saw gradually waning was more 
admirable and exemplary than its close. 


The republic grieved over such a son— 


but is proud forever of having produced 
him. After all, in spite of its tragic ending, 
his life was extraordinarily happy. He had, 


all his days, troops of friends, the cheer of 


fame and fruitful labor; and he became at

On fortune’s crowning slope, 
The pillar of a people's hope, 

The center of a world’s desire. 

He was fortunate even in his untimely 
death, for an event so tragical called the 
world imperatively to the immediate study of 
his life and character, and thus anticipated 
the sure praises of posterity. 

His Fame Is Secure. 

“The obvious elements which enter into 
the fame of a public man are few and by 
no means recondite. The man who fills a 
great station in a periodof change, who leads 
his country successfully through a time of 
crisis; who, by his power of persuading and 
controlling others, has been able to command 
the best thought of his age so as to leave 
his country in a moral or material condition 
in advance of where he found it—such a 
man’s position in history is secure. If, in 
addition to this, his written or spoken words 
possess the subtle quality which carry them

dency. But his marvelous adaptability was 
in nothing more remarkable than in the firm 
grasp he immediately displayed in interna- 
tional relations. In preparing for war and in 
the restoration of peace he was alike adroit, 
courteous, and fur-sighted. When a sudden 
emergency declared itself, as in China, in a 
state of things of which our history furnished 
no precedent and international law no safe 
and certain precept, he hesitated not a mo- 
ment to take the course marked out for him 
by considerations of humanity and the na- 
tional interests. 


Prosperity of the Country. 


But the achievements of the nation in 
war and diplomacy are thrown in the shade 
by the vast economical developments which 
took place during Mr. McKinley’s adminis- 
tration. Up to the time of his first election the 
country was suffering from a long period of 
depression, but from the moment the ballots 
were counted that betokened his advent to 
power a gréat and momentous movement in 
advance declared itself along all the lines of 
industry and commerce. 3 

The Dingley bill was speedily framed and 
set in operation. All industries an 
the new stimulus and American e set out 
on its crusade, not to conquer the world but 
to trade with it on terms advantageous to all 
concerned. Coming to the development of 
our trade in the four McKiniey years, we 
seem to be entering the realm of fable.

. Lofty Ideal for Youth.

‘youth. With such examples we cannot be 


‘wholly ignoble. Grateful as we may be for 
what they did, let us be still more grateful 


‘for what they were, While our daily being, 
our public policies, still feel the influence of 


their work, let us pray that in our Spirits 
their lives may be voluble, calling us upward 


‘and onward.

Lincoln poured out his blood for it; no one

Arrival of Distinguished Men.

TRIUMPH FOR THE WEST. 


Chicago Course Is Chosen at the 
Annual Meeting Held in 
New York. 


ALLIED CLUBS MADE EQUAL. 


New York, Feb. 27.—[Special.]—Glenview, 


near Chicago, won the honor tonight for the 
amateur golf championship of the United 
States for the present year. Twenty-one of 
the twenty-six associated clubs in the United 
States Golf association voted on the ques- 
tion of giving the leading golf tournament 
of the year to the West or the Bast, and the 
West won by 27 ballots to 14. 

Most of the voting clubs were represented 
by the required number of two delegates. 
The annual meeting of the national golf 
body was held ‘at Delmonico’s, and nearly 
fifty clubs were represented when President 
Robert H. Robertson called the members 
to order. The allied clubs had one delegate 
each, but possessed no voting power. 

The most interesting feature of the meet- 
ing did not come until near the close of the 
greater part of the business, as the proposed 
revision of the constitution in many radical 
particulars occupied considerable time and 
drew forth heated discussion. ä 

When the all important question did 
to the front President Harvey Murdock of 
the Nassau Country club at Glen Cove, Long 
Island, was first on his feet and made a long 


plea for Nassau. He said many Eastern 


players had requested that he put his club 
in line for the tournament, because it was 
considered necessary for the encouragement 
of golf in the East to hold the big contests 
ere. 

“ie was immediately followed by R. D. 
Bokum of the Glenview club of Chicago, who 
extended a welcome invitation to the Bast 
to come West for the big event. Samuel 
Parrish of the Shinnecock Hills club at once 
seconded Mr. Bokum’s remarks, thus giving 
a clear impression of the way the wind was 
turning, although indication of Western vic- 
tory had previously been given by President 
Robertson, who had staited that the Execu- 
tive committée had come to the conclusion 
that it would benefit the game to go West for 
the amateur championship this year. 


Travis and Douglas Denounce the West. 
Many varying opinions were expressed, 


in which the present and former amateur 


champions, Walter J. Travis and Findlay 
Douglas, respectively, participated, the lat- 
ter causing a momentary flutter of excite- 
ment when he refused to give credit to Chi- 
cago for enthusiasm in golf, as few Chi- 
cagoans, he said, ever came East when the 
big contests were held here, while the East 
was always well represented in the West. 
Travis said he fully agreed with all that 
Douglas had said. 

G. Herbert Windeler of Boston said all 
the Boston clubs were in favor of going 
to Glenview. The discussion, which was 
growing more heated all the time, was 
finally cut short for a call to vote, with the 


result that the Chicago club won by a good

LONDON, Feb. 27.—The Earl of Elgin, 
Lord Lieutenant of Fifeshire, presided to- 
day at the first annual meeting of the trustees 
appointed under Mr. Andréw Carnegie’s be- 
quest of $10,000,000 for the benefit of poor 
boys who desire to attend the Scottish uni- 
versities. The meeting was held at West- 
minster Palace Hotel and the present pro- 
ceedings of the trustees were private.

Pittsburg, Pa., Feb. 27.—At midnight the 
flood situation at Oakmount and other points 
above is serious.

DOUBT ON EXTENSION WORK. 


Superintendent E. G. Cooley, who was re- 
- elected to his position the first of the year 
for a period of five years, played fair with 
the teachers of the city yesterday by recom- 
mending that their tenure of office be con- 
sidered practically permanent. It has been 
the custom of the Board of Education to re- 
elect the entire teaching force each June, a 
plan which has left the teachers uncertain 
toward the close of each year. : . 

Mr. Cooley’s proposal does not mean that 
it will be more difficult to get rid of the 
inefficient teachers. He says his motive is 
further to eliminate pull from the public 
school system. He proposes to let the teach- 
ers understand that unless there is specific 
complaint against them they are assured of 
their positions. 

“Outside influences in the appointment of 
teachers has in some measure been done 
away with,“ said Superintendent Cooley in 
making his recommendation to the School 
Management committee yesterday, but 
there is still a tendency among the teaching 
force to exert what is called ‘ pull.’ Little 
isaccomplished by asking the superintendent 
each year to recommend the teachers for re- 
election. I suggest, therefore, that the ten- 
ure of the teachers be made practically per- 
manent, except that the teachers received 
into the system be subject to the four 
months’ probation rule.“ 


Superintendent Cooley . promised to sub- | 


mit a legal opinion before the meeting of the 
board next Wednesfiay and the committee 
adopted his recommendation. : 


Use of N ame Unauthorized. 


Superintendent Cooley and the School 
Extension committeé, of which Professor 
Charles Zeublin of the University of Chicago 
is chairman, have had a falling out. Mr. 
Cooley’s name appears as a member of the 
committee in a pamphlet issued by its chair- 
man and secretary. He told the School 
Management committee the use of his name 
was wholly unauthorized. 

“I wonder how many more of these names 
are unauthorized,”’ said Mrs. Sherman. 

There were the names of Mayor Harrison, 
Alderman Smulski, Miss Jane Addams, John 
H. Nolan, Mrs. I. S. Blackwelder, Walter 
Vrooman, Mrs. Henry Solomon, and numer- 
ous representatives of clubs and educational 
socteties. The committee asked Superin- 


» tendent Cooley to repdrt on the ‘petition, 
Which asked for permission to visit the 


schools and ask questions of the principals. 

‘Professor Zeublin, Miss Margaret Haley, 
and a number of others who are actively 
engaged in the work of the School Exten- 
sion committee have been agitating quietly 
a number of educational reforms which 
Superintendent Cooley is not supposed to 
favor. This resulted in Mr. Cooley’s state- 
ment yesterday that he did not wish to have 
his name used in connection with the work. 


Care for Unassigned Teachers. 


Superintendent Cooley's recommendations 
on the tenure of teachers was supplemented 
by two other moves which directly affect the 
teaching force. The committee voted that 
no examination should be held for new 


teachers this year, except in the commercial : 


courses. re are sO many unassigned 
teachers at present that, with the cadetsand 
normal school graduates, there will be more 


than enough teachers for next year. 


The method of appointing teachers here- 
after will be on the merit basis. An eligibie 
list will be made up with the names of the 
mormal school graduates above a. certain 
average first, the outside teachers being 
upon examinations and records and 
placed second on the list, while individual 
preference will always be given by merit. 
An exception to this rule will be made this

The fight betw the physician-druggist 
and the telephone company is an old one. 
Originally the physician had a telephone of 
his own. This he itted outsiders to use, 
provided they were customers of the store. 
He figured that he paid the telephone com- 
pany for the telephone and could use it as he 
saw fit. Then the slot machine came, and 
he was permitted to use the telephone only 
to call such physicians as paid the telephone 
company $10 a year for the privilege of hav- 
ing their offices called free of charge. 


Forced to Accept Slot Machine. 


It was up to” Volini to accept the pub- 
lic dime machine or forfeit his private tel- 
ephone, and thus be cut off from outside 
business that would come overthe wire. He 
allowed the slot machine to be installed in 
his store. He had to guarantee 50 cents a 
day for. the machine. 

The result was that nearly every month he 
paid from $8 to $15 to make up the guaran- 
tee and he got no personal use of the tele- 
phone. When the nickel machine came he 
was asked to put one of these in and guar- 
antee so much a day. He did not want a tel- 
ephone on a party line and refused the new 
telephone on these grounds. Then several 
nickel machines were placed in his neighbor- 
hood and his dime machine was ignored. 
He could not get a private telephone. He 
had to be on a party line or guarantee $175 
a year for a telephone, :

Professor Hall of Clark University Rid- 
- icules “Baby Latin and Greek 


| | Draws a Sharp Reply. 


Professor G. Stanley Hall of Clark Uni- 
versity attacked classical education in the 
high school at the meeting of the Superin- 
tendents’ association yesterday. William T. 
Harris, United States Commissioner of Edu- 
cation, whose paper of the day before was 
criticised by Professor Hall, returned the 
compliment by saying he believed there 
should be a four years course in Latin a 
Greek in the high school. | , 

Professor Hall’s address was striking in its 
sharp thrusts at the conventional high school 
curriculum. He ridiculed the dead languages 
taught in the high sch®ol as “ baby Latin 
and Greek.“ The talk of “art for art's 
sake,“ he said, is degeneration. : 

“These languages of Latin and Gree 
said Professor Hall, as they are found in 
our high schools are but a sanctified relic—a 
ghost of a ghost. There is almost every de- 
| gree of degeneration from the golden age of 

classical training. Booker T. 
Washington says the two chief desires of the 
colored youth during all the reconstructive 
period were to hold office and study Latin, 
and that his life work for his race has been 
directed against these two evils. _ 

I raise no question of the value of these 
studies for those who go deeply into them. 
But what keeps them alive? Only this tradi- 
tional respectability.” 

Commissioner Harris, in discussing the ad- 
| dress, said he agreed with many of the ideas, 
but objected to this criticism of Latin and 
Greek. He said every boy ought to study 
them, if but for one week.

They are men whom I have pro- 
tected from debts and aided in every way 
possible, so I did not expect them to show 
their gratitude in this way. I was looking 
for trouble from the other end of the plant— 
the pressroom—and not from the composing-

| Scene of Famous Strike.

Every attempt of the unions to gain a foot- 
hold’ in the plant has met with a backset. 
Finally men of the different branches were 
put to work in the plant, apparently as non- 
union men. They sought to organize the 
plant, without much success. 

May Spread to Other Unions. 

At length, on Sunday, Typographical Union 
No. 16 declared that it would not handle any 
work for the firm of Donahue & Co. outside 
the plant at 415 Dearborn street. The ac- 
tion was conveyed to the printers employed 
by the firm. They saw their opportunity and 
decided they would demand a nine-hour day. 
President James H. Bowman ot the Printing 
Pressmen called on Mr. Donahue yesterday 
afternoon. It is the intention of the press- 
men, the press feeders, and book binders to 
pursue the course followed by the printers 
in refusing to do work for the Donahue 
company. Then the employés of the com- 
pany will be.urged to quit and join the 
unions with a view to unionizing the plant. 

The publishing house of Donahue & Co. is 
one of the largest on *‘ printing-house row.“ 
It occupies several, floors of the Donahue & 
Henneberry Puliding, which runs from 407. 
to 429 Dearborn street. Mr. Donahue iisists 
that he will not grant the demands of the 
printers, as his plant is known as a ten-hour 
establishment, opei to workmen of’ all 
branches whether union or not.
